REMARKS/ARGUMENT 



Applicant encloses herewith the Third Declaration of Inventor William Stern Under 37 
C.F.R. §1.132 (Stern-El). Stern-HI is for the purpose of expanding upon information set forth in 
some of the exhibits to the previously- filed Second Declaration of William Stern Under 37 
C.F.R. §1.132 executed September 7, 2007 (Stern-H). While compiling this additional 
information, typographical and computational errors were also noticed and are also corrected in 
the enclosed Stern-IH declaration. The present Amendment to the specification reflects the 
corrections set forth in Stern-IH, and corrects other informalities set forth in the SUMMARY 
section below. 

Applicant's substantive response to the last Office Action on the merits was set forth in 
Applicant's response mailed to the Office on September 7, 2007, and is not repeated here. None 
of the corrections set forth herein, or in the enclosed Stern-IH Declaration, are believed to alter 
the arguments, opinions or conclusions set forth in Applicant's September 7, 2007 submission.
